Despite the exchanges wh?ch have 
taken place since the arrival of the 
British group, it was indicated today 
in authoritative quarters lhat no re­ 
sult had been produced of a charac­ 
ter positive enough to warrant con­ 
crete recommendations to congress 
tor amendment of the funding law. 
The two commissions will hold an­ 
other joint meeting tomorrow, but it 
is expected to constitute only a leave-

to any plan of settlement of Great 
Britain’s war debt which would not 
be expected to receive the approval 
of congress at this session. 
In view of the determination of 
President Harding not to call an 
extra session of the new' congress, 
the whole question of a settlement 
of the British debt would have to be 
held in abeyance until next year if 
this congress failed to ratify any 
arrangement that might be entered 
into at this time.

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MORTALITY FROM CANCER. 
Figures compiled by the United States 
census bureau afford striking evidence of 
the need of the campaign against cancer, 
which was begun in 1913 by a number of 
leading doctors and surgeons, and which is 
being pressed with increasing vigor from 
year to year. 
According to 
the 
census 
figures there were 76,274 deaths from can­ 
cer in 1921 in the registration area of the 
United States. 
For the entire population 
the census bureau estimates the total num­ 
ber of deaths at 93,000. 
The number of 
deaths from cancer and the rate per 100,- 
000 population are both growing steadily. 
This would be a matter of serious con­ 
cern in any circumstances. 
It is the more 
serious because so many of the victims of 
cancer are ill over a long period, often 
painful in many ways to those about them 
ais well as to themselves. 
The 
most dis­ 
tressing part of it is that in a large number 
of cases the victime learn too late that they 
could probably have been saved if they had 
but gone to a physician or surgeon in time. 
The purpose of the 
campaign 
conducted 
from year to year by the American Society 
for the Control of Cancer to acquaint the 
public at large with the fact that if an early 
cancer is completely removed that is the 
end of it, it does not return. 
Cancer is pe­ 
culiarly a disease which 
manifests 
itself 
after middle life. 
If 
persons 
who have 
reached middle life or passed middle life 
will be promptly suspicious of any lump or 
sore and will go to a capable doctor at 
once, in the great majority of cases the 
cancer can be cured. 
rf - 
While cancer is increasing in the coun­ 
try as a whole it is an interesting fact that 
there is less cancer in the south than in any 
other part of America. South Carolina has 
fewer deaths and a lower death rate from 
dancer than any other state. In 1921 there 
were 588 deaths from cancer in that state, 
366 whites and 222 negroes. 
The United 
States Public Health Service does not at­ 
tem pt to explain why it is that the southern 
states generally have much better cancer 
records than the northern states. 
“Infant 
mortality," said an authority, “is very high 
among negroes; tuberculosis and typhoid 
fever find their 
victims 
in youth and in 
early adult life, wThile cancer is a disease of 
later years; hence many potential cancer 
ckses may have died before the cancer age 
had been reached." 
• This authority went on, however, to state 
th at “cancer is increasing rapidly among 
the negroes as well as among the whites," 
and he quoted statistics as seeming to indi­ 
cate “that the rate 
of 
increase is even 
greater" 
among 
negroes 
than 
among 
whites. 
These 
figures 
were from cities 
only. 
The census bureau, after making al­ 
lowances for differences in the age and 
the sex distribution 
of the 
population in 
different states says: 
“Summarized brief­ 
ly, the adjusted rates show that the north­ 
ern states have comparatively high and the 
southern states comparatively low cancer 
mortality, while there is little difference 
between the adjusted cancer rates of the 
white and colored races of the same states. 
In other words, the white and colored races 
seem equally susceptible 
to 
cancer, but 
both races seem 
less 
susceptible 
in the 
south than in the north.” 
Of course, the 
important 
thing about 
cancer is that which the American Society 
for the Control of Cancer is emphasizing. 
The possible effect of climate or latitude 
upon cancer is worth knowing, but it is 
more essential now’ to bring home to as 
many people as possible the fact that can­ 
cer is generally curable if medical advice 
is secured rn time and rarely curable if the 
victim procrastinates. 
»

THE CROSS AND THE CRESCENT. 
Americans are getting some interesting 
•eactions to the Turkish situation in Asia 
Minor. 
A large number of people in the 
United States are seriously exercised over 
‘.he consequences, or possible consequences, 
»f it. 
A somew’hat 
extreme 
illustration, 
lerhaps, is furnished 
by Bishop Cannon, 
hairman of the Southern Methodist advis­ 
ory committee of the American Near Fast 
elief, who declared his belief that “Chris- 
ian America will insist that the govern- 
nent of the United States shall cooperate 
promptly and actively, not only diplomati­ 


cally, but if necessary with the army and 
navy” to saieguard thoroughly the proper­ 
ty and lives of the Christians of the New 
East. 
Furthermore, 
says Bishop Cannon, 
“if, as the result of support and encourage­ 
ment from France 
and 
Italy, the Turks 
shall not only have the will but the power 
to continue persecutions and massacres of 
Christians in the Near East, the Christians 
of America will certainly not fail to appor­ 
tion the blame, and, while despising the 
outrageous conduct of the Turks, will not 
forget that the F rench and Italian govern­ 
ments gave a new lease of life to the infidel 
Turks, and thus made practically certain 
the perpetuation of outrages and murders 
w hich have been a disgrace not only to Tur­ 
key, but to the Christian governments of 
the western world for many years." 
This, we 
have 
said, is perhaps an ex­ 
treme example of America i opinion re­ 
garding the situation that has arisen. Per­ 
haps the call for the use of American arma 


h a little hasty; possibly the judgment pro­ 
nounced against France and Italy should 
be reserved until those countries have been 
heard. 
But there is no doubt that a great 
number of Armenians feel or will feel just 
as strongly on the subject as Bishop Can­ 
non feels;, and if, as seems 
not unlikely, 
terrible scenes are enacted in the Chris­ 
tian lands of the Near East as a result of 
the Crescent’s advantage there. 
We may 
see a flareup of American opinion which 
w ill be interesting to contemplate. 
Yet it is doubtful 
whether 
any 
good 
could come of it, whether the indignation 
of even a considerable portion of the public 
could be translated into national action; 
and the same thing is true of the Europen 
countries. 
The Turk has chosen his time 
well. 
The western nations will not let him 
close the Straits; but it is a grave question 
whether the peoples of the western nations 
would support a war against him in behalf 
of Christian 
populations 
subject 
to or 
threatened by 
his bloody tyranny. 
He 
flings his challenge at a world sick of w’ar, 
and despite the protests of crusading spirits 
in every land, the chances are that the 
w’orld will put up with much at his hands 
rather than accept the challenge.

A LANGUAGE WHICH GERMANY UN­ 
DERSTANDS. 
From the New York Times. 
Whatever opinion may be held in the 
wisdom of the French 
advance 
into the 
Ruhr, there can be no doubt of its being 
well calculated 
to impress 
the 
German 
mind. 
The Germans have been too long 
led to understand in international affairs 
but one language. 
It is the language of 
force. 
Polite 
diplomatic 
messages may 
mean little or nothing, but forcible meas­ 
ures have no ambiguity about them. 
The 
French government today is merely hold­ 
ing the tone which Bismarck made famil­ 
iar. When he w as in Versailles in October, 
1870, he urged the mayor to raise a muni­ 
cipal loan. 
That official objected that he 
#had not authority to 
do 
so. 
Bismarck’s 
comment w’as: 
“They forget that we are 
the stronger and take what we want." 
Of 
such speech, Germans need no interpreter. 
They know what it means. 
On another occasion, early in 1871, word 
was brought to Bismarck that the German 
military authorities in the French occupied 
territory wure having difficulties in collect­ 
ing taxes and so on. 
He urged force as the 
only remedy. 
His proposal was: 
“If we 
cannot supply garrisons for every place 
w ithin our sphere of occupation, we should 
from time to time 
send 
a flying column 
wherever they show’ 
themselves recalcit­ 
rant, and shoot, hang and burn. When that 
has been done for a couple of times they 
will learn sense.” 
It is not necessary to say that the French 
are executing what they have been taught 
by Germany. 
But they are speaking the 
only language which two generations of 
Germans have 
been 
educated to under­ 
stand.

speaker said, over 75.000,000 insur­ 
ance polices have been reduced in

The book. “The

of Ten 
Thousand Smokes,” was written by 
Dr. Robert F. Griggs of the Geo­ 
graphic Society, and contains a great 
fund of new information in this lit­ 
tle developed field of science. With­ 
in recent years the fascination and 
romance of, science have begun to 
capture popular imagination and this 
book adds a chapter to the wonder 
story of modern 
explorations 
scientific study. 
A tremendous 
volcanic 
upheaval 
that could blow* from the top of a 
great mountain 40 times the amount 
of earth and rock dug out of the Is­ 
thmi' • 
r Panama to build the Pana­ 
ma 
Conal, 
leaving 
a hole 
large 
enough to contain all the buildings 
in IB cities the size of New York, is 
worth studying. 
Such a cataclysm 
occurred when the top of Mt. Katmai 
was blown off in an eruption In 1912. 
Climatic effects circling the world 
resulted from the explosion, and the 
volume deals with these phenomena 
as well as those of the great seeth­ 
ing steaming valley from which it 
derives its title. 
In addition it describes the Alice- 
ln-Wonderland 
phenomena 
in 
the 
wake of the eruption—such as a tem­ 
porary gigantic 
river 
that cruised 
along the top of a ridge; of streams 
that shifted their courses; ash show­ 
ers that formed great thermal blan­ 
kets to preserve deep snow drifts;

ii The National Association of Manufac­ 
turers joins in the drive against the immi­ 
gration law, demanding that more immi­ 
grants be let in.

‘United States.” 
i t was only a short time ago that unem­ 
ployment was a grave problem in this coun­ 
try. 
It was only a little longer ago that 
even the most indifferent to such matters 
wdre seriously 
exercised over the many 
symptoms indicating how imperfect and 
how incomplete had been the process of 
welding the recently imported foreign 
strains into the body of the nation. 
All 
things considered, the country stood the 
test remarkably well, but the test revealed 
at the same time an unexpected persistence 
of iforegin symptoms and foreign loyalties 
among hundreds of thousands of natural­ 
ized Americans. In the end we found that 
we, were really a nation, but there were 
times when it seemed doubtful whether we 
were or not. 
If, as the commissioner general of im­ 
migration says, we can continue the basic 
number of immigrants at a minimum and 
at»the same time, by certain modifications 
of:the law and by developing the proper 
administrative machinery, take care of the 
acjual agricultural and industrial needs of 
th) country, that is the thing to do. 
It is 
Rudely far better than opening the gates at 
thte time for more and more immigrants to 
come in.

THE MOVIE “RICH.” 


From the Kansas City Journal. 
There is perhaps no more fertile field 
for the movies than the truthful picturiza- 
tion of present-day manners and customs 
of living. They have it within their power 
tc hold the mirror up to nature in a manner 
which, by reason of their almost limitless 
audiences, entails a definite obligation of 
fairness and veracity. They can create and 
perpetuate class 
prejudices to a degree 
which makes their opportunity to be fair 
a duty. 
And there is perhaps no field in which 
they more signally Tail to react to this obli­ 
gation than in the films which deal with 
the lives of the wealthy. 
In this respect 
the screen is very far from being a mirror. 
Rather is it a grotesque distortion which, if 
it does not intentionally “feed fat the anci­ 
ent grudge** of those who envy riches, uni­ 
formly effect that result. 
The Chicago Tribune recently comment­ 
ed on this phase of the problem screen in 
the following terms: 
It is a movie convention that the rich 
must be rascals. The rich man himself 
is a hard boiled shark, who would 
chase a minnow. 
The rich man’s son 
is a lizard, wiiose habits are seduction, 
drink, forgery, perjury and murder. 
The rich man’s wife prefers a woolly 
dog to a child, slaps all the servants, 
dances on cabaret tables and is sur­ 
rounded by male 
cream 
puffs who 
would faint at the sight of a pickax. 
The inference is that if a man has a 
bank balance, has been able to install 
his family in comfort, and educate his 
children, there is something wTrong 
with his character, and necessarily he 
cheats the washwoman. 
Mr. Hays might well devote some of his 
extraordinary powers to remedy this fun­ 
damentally vicious perversion of the facts. 
Crime, immorality, none of the vices of er­ 
ring humanity, is distinctive to any class. 
Neither the rich nor the poor can be set 
down in a category of good or bad as a 
class. There are generous rich and greedy 
poor. 
There are parsimonious rich and 
generous poor; there are rich who are cal­ 
lous to human suffering and there are poor 
whose meager means are used to alleviate 
it. 
There are rich 
animated 
by 
noble 
ideals and poor whose souls are shriveled 
with meanness. 
There are rich who are 
small and poor who are large of heart. 
Some day there may be produced a film 
which has a rich man for a hero and a poor 
man for a villain; a rich woman for a vic­ 
tim and a poor girl for an adventuress. It 
will, if it is true to life, show the weakness 
of human beings to depend not upon wealth 
cr poverty alone, not entirely on even sta­ 
tion or birth or opportunity. 
It will show' men and women triumphing 
over, or yielding to, temptation strong or 
weak, go9d or bad, according to the meas­ 
ure of their moral strength to overcome the 
fundamental weaknesses of humanity. 
At the very least, the screen of the fu­ 
ture should be truthful and from the truth 
neither the poor nor the rich should shrink, 
for from it they cannot escape and the ver­ 
dict is of their own returning. The verdict 
of the screen today, so far as both are con­ 
cerned, is far from bejng in accordance 
pearly everybody has a good word for 
19^2, the newcomer, 
and many people 
ev^n cherish kindly memories of 1922 in with the evidence that is on every hand, 
ipfte of all its faults.

bott in the Yale Review concerns himself 
lith no particular year but chastises this 
rhlole age.
